OF  RURAL  COTTAGES  HAS  BEEN  WITHDRAWN,  BECAUSE  MANY  PROPOERT I ES

MADE,  IN  ONE  CASE  DEFECTS  WERE  FOUND. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

During  the  year  1946,  214  cases  of  infectious  disease  were 

NOTIFIED  AS  COMPARED  WITH  590  CASES  IN  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR.  THIS  DECREASE 
IN  NOTIFICATIONS  WAS  LARGELY  DUE  TO  FEWER  CASES  OF  MEASLES.  IN  1945 
THERE  WERE  455  CASES  OF  MEASLES  AS  COMPARED  WITH  56  CASES  IN  1946. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  also  been  somewhat  less  prevalent  than  in 

THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR  AND  THERE  WERE  ONLY  FIVE  CASES  OF  DIPHTHERIA.  ONE 
OF  THESE  PATIENTS,  AN  ADULT,  HAD  BEEN  TREATED  WITH  PROTECTIVE  SERUM 
WHEN  AT  SCHOOL  WITH  A  SMALLER  DOSE  THAN  IS  USED  AT  THE  PRESENT  TIME. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria. 

Under  our  Immunisation  Scheme  every  remote  hamlet  and  village 

HAS  BEEN  VISITED  DURING  THE  YEAR  AND  FACILITIES  OFFERED  TO  THE  RESIDENTS 
TO  TAKE  ADVANTAGE  OF  THE  PROTECTIVE  TREATMENT.  THE  WOLLASTON  AMBULANCE 

as  a  Mobile  Unit  again  proved  to  be  very  helpful.  During  the  year 
354  CHILDREN  REGEIVED  TREATMENT ,  318  UNDER  FIVE  YEARS  AND  3 6  BETWEEN 
5  AND  15  YEARS.  In  ADDITION  236  CHILDREN  RECEIVED  A  THIRD  INJECTION  ON 
REACHING  THE  AGE  OF  5 •
